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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Ttie amendment to claims 18-20, 23 and 25 raises new issues regarding ttie osteoprotegrin (OPG) including a 
glycosylation pattern giving rise to a polypeptide having a molecular weight of "130 kDa", which requires further consideration. The 
specification of instant application discloses OPG obtained from milk source has the peptide sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 and exhibits size of 
"about 130 kDa" (see page 5, lines 8-10; page 7, line 29-page 8, line 2; Fig. 2), the specification does not indicate OPG from milk source 
has a molecular weight of "130 kDa", which is the new matter introduced in the amendment filed November 10, 2008. In the amendment of 
November 10, 2008, claims 18-20, 23 and 25 would have been amended.
